a plurality of gamma correction lookup tables corresponding to a plurality of gamma 
values, wherein each of the plurality of lookup tables provides a set of output data in response to 
received input data; and 

a gamma^able selector that automatically selects the set of output data corresponding to 
one of the plurality^of lookup tables based on gamma selection information. 




6. (Once Amended) A gamma correction block, comprising: 

a gamma correction lookup table, wherein the gamma correction lookup table stores 
gamma correction data corresponding to a plurality of gamma correction curves, wherein the 
gamma correctiorNookup table provides a plurality of sets of gamma corrected data in response 
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
